boy of to-day, but never onco do I \visu to 
bo fiot Lack to tho boyhood ot twcnty-Ove 
yours ago, I presume tlioro was consider- 
able difl'oreuco botwoeu tho boys living i'.l 
cities and thoso dwelling in towns or living 
on farms—I mean fn tho muttor of dre*3 and 
privilu^es, but it was loncsomo enoa^ii to bo 
a boy anywhere. 


What was home? Well, the vory ricti had 


carpo^T cjmo-sont clinic and a molodeou und 
"kept a hirud girl," but tho commonly well 
off people had rag carpets on tho parlor floors 
and the others wont bore. Splint or nag-bot- 
tor.i t;h;iii's were thought good onoush and tho 
dollnrchromos ol' to-day would have been 
considered fit for tile parlor ot tho richest 
man in tho village. Wall paper had scarcely 
bcon heard of, and id! furniture was of tho 
plainest description. All tho bods oC thos'O 
days had cords and a struw tick, a:id all 
l»ys up to 14 or 13 jvais ot ago slo])t in 
tnJndk-beJs. It was seldom that a common 
family lighted moiv than one candlo of uu 
evening; this furnished tho light, for all. 
It 


was something extra when -wo candles worn 
allowed, and tho sight of throe or four burn- 
ing at onco in one houso would liavo created 
the greatest astonishment outside. 


What was our living* Ono meal waxjilmost 


tho coimlarpait of another. 
Jn a village of 


,"UQ inhabitants perhaps throo fainil ies conld 
all'ord wheat broad, but it was "johnny cal;e" 
\vith all tho rost wyk in and \veol: CTUt. 
Fnsh uiuiith came tit raro intervals, and sal: 
pork filled the gap. The average meal was 
johnny cnko, salt pork, potatoes, tipple "siuss," 
tt very crude sort uf pie, and veuk tea or 
barley ccillee. 
Mind YOU, the children got 


no warm drinks, aud though almost every- 
body kept a cow tho milk was saved for pud- 
ding. While butter wtusnotiuorothan6cent3 
per pound, tho children were expected to 
eat gravy in place of it; and 
while eggs 


might bo hud for .0 cents a dozon thoy wero 
looked upon as a luxury. 
Up to the time 


when a boy was H ho had no chair at the 
table, but stood up to out. It was a raro 
thing for a younjf person to give a part}', or 
for young i>eople to bo found at lectures or 
exhibitions. Tho ride WO.H to force them into 
bt'd boun at':cr dark. At the ago of 15 I had 
never seen a show o? any sort, nor had any- 
thing of tho kind ever been in the village. 
Had there boon one every \voel: it would 
linvo done us boys no good. 


How did wo dress?. Well, the olclost son 


had rutuor the best show. Father's wornou!. 
clothes were ripped, dyad ovor ar.d mado up 
anew for him. Tho rest of us had to take 
our chances when a "storo order" was trade'l 
out. 
Ever mother was u tailor nr.il she i-n' 


tho clothes according to her own ideas. 
Tlie 


pantaloons might be too short, but never t:m 
long. If tho coat happoned to tit it was all 
right; if not the boy had to wear it just the 


H was considered a sin to lot boys wear 


Units or shoes during the summer. There- 
foro from JIny to October ail boys wont baro- 
i'oot even to church, A pair of cowhide 
boots were good enough for anybody's buy, 
and a U-shillbig cloth cap iitted him out for 
headgear. 


What amusements did wo have? In tho 


twit's nnd villages the boys had their games 
for Saturday afternoon, but during the rest 
of tho weeks wore expected to put in their 
spare time at tho wood pile or in the garden. 
On a farm it was not more than twieu a year 
that a boy got a half day off. Tho idoa of 
most puronts scorned to bo to prevent their 
boys from having a good time. If a lad 
could not bo loaded down with enough work 
to keep his spirits in check, thoro were plenty 
of women in the neighborhood to toll him to 
his face that thoy expected to.livo to see him 
hung for murder. 


As to family government, the old-time 


father was supposed to bo infallible. Ho 
could not tako his son's life, but ho could come 
very neav it and escape oven censure. Tho 
boys were not requested, but ordered, to do 
this and that. I oau remember many fathers 
who mado it a practice to kcop "gads" in tho 
house, About onco in so long thoy made a 
trip to tho woods to .cut blue-boech and 
hickory switches, and these woro laid by to 
season, Tho boy who ditl not receive a "lick- 


I ing" once a week felt that something dread 
j ful was about to happen in that community. 


It was considered the correct thing to "tan 
his jacket" on goneral principles. Hany 
parents reasoned that unless a boy was 
thrashed about onco in so often ho would be 
pretty certain to go to tho bad. 


Our school advantages? In Itho villages 


wo had but one school for all sizes and ages, 
and when a boy had so far progressed that 
he could "read, writo and cipheV hu was 
considered fairly educated. 
The 
school- 


masters knew but little moro, ar.d soomcd to 
tako more pleasure in punishing a scholar 
than in encouraging him over a hard lesson. 


What show was thero for a boy to got a 


start in lite? "Soiio at all, compared to tho 
chances of to-day. If ho started out. to learn 
n trade ho v/as. bound like a slave, treated 
little better than QUO, and paid almost noth- 
ing. 
Instead of a human being, he was a 


rlrudgc. If ho worked by the day ho must 
:lo a dollar's worth of labor for n shilling, 
simply because he was boy. When I look 
back and remember how tho boys of that 
ago woro treated—how little they had to en- 
courage them—what few chances ofTorod—T 
wonder that so many turned out so well.

Tho ordirtary mctliods of slaughtering cut- 


tlo and hogs by farmers ftna small butcbor3 
is familiar or.ough tx) ovory ono vho has 
oven soun or known anything of country or 
village life. In New England in tho olden 
timo when a farmer had a "tcef-crictor" or 
two or three bog« to kill, it was considered 
tlic bust part of a day'3 work with, two or 
three oC tho neighbors to nolp. But in those 
modern days of general and scientific prog- 
ress Lho ndvanco in the methods and in tho 
cok'rity ot slaughtering animals £or food is 
fully as groat as in any other department of 
business. 
It would naturally bo oxpoctod 


that in a place liko lira Union stock yards 
whoro 
tho 
business of killing and pro- 


paring 
moat 
for 
market 
has 
been 


roducod to a'science, that tho most im- 
proved and humano methods as well as tho 
quickest 
timo oE slaughtering would bo 


round. And such is the actual fact. Let us 
enter ono of tho largo packing Louses clown 
ihero in imagination and sco how they do i'J. 


In slaughtering hogs, thu animals nro 


driven up an inclined plane, which is a cov- 
ered viaduct, from tho yards bolow to tho 
top door of tho paelting' houso whoro they 
arts wanted. As they come up into a small 
pen a man stands in their midst with a chain, 
having a spring elnsp at tho end. This is 
sprung upon ono of tho anitnaVs hind legs in 
n jifTy, a siniill stationary engine is started, 
and before the hog known it ho is swinging in 
tho air und squealing vigorously. The upper 
end of tho chain is attached to a pulley which 
runs ovorhond 4)ii nil iron railway, and car- 
ries tho animal a'ong toward tho scalding vat. 


On tho way to the th;> vat ho passes tho 


sticker, who, with one lunge ot a long, sharp 
knife, onds his lifo. 
Allowed to bleed a few 


seconds, ho is dropped from tho chain diroctiy 
into tho scalding vat, whirled over a few 
times, and thon lifted by hidden r.wchiuory 
at tho bottom of tho vat up to a moving l«lt 
on tho surface of a long bonch, which Carrie* 
him toward tho scraping machine. 
The 


principle and mechanism of this machine ia 
almost identical with that oC a corn-shaller. 
Revolving wheels, with flexible scrapers on 
their outer odge, are HO placed and buncbod 
as to hit the sui'faco of tho hog on all Bides at 
tho same time. 
Tho animal entors tho 


machine snout first, passes rapidly along, and 
emerges as cleanly scraped of bristles as ho 
could bo if tho work had been done slowly 
by hand. A few men with knivos finish tho 
parts not completely denuded of thoir cover- 
ing, and fit tho samo timo cut oC! tho hoad, 
which is dissoetod in a twinkling. 


Ho is thcui attached to another pulley 


overhead, running on an iron track and 
passed along ovor tho bonch to ano'.lior skill- 
ful workman who, with about threo strokes 
of a knife, disembowels tho onimul and 
hands over tho inward contents to a soparato 
gang of workmen for cleansing. A sn-ciun 
of water from a hoso pipe plays upon tbo 
animal a few seconds and thon ho is run off 
ou tho elevated railroad toward the coob'ng- 
room. At this point tho work of killing and 
dressing is 
done, tuid tho 
time of thy 


wholo 
process 
is 
n. 
little 
less 
than 


four minutes on an average each day und 
week and mouth. Tile two men who nro thu 
most skilled and who reoeivo tho highest 
wages for thoir important but disagreeable 
work, are tho sticker and diiombowoler. 
Very rarely do either of these workmen miss 
thoir aim or stroke. 
But it requires u cool 


head and a steady hand to do that work 
quickly and well at tho samo limo. 


A stoatly procession of swinging hogs, 


dead or dying, is kept passing through tlie 
room, suspended from tho olevated railwaj', 
from morn till night, und no blockade of 
freight is allowable, ^'ot a moment is lust, 
not a particle of strength is wasted. There 
is no heavy lifting of dead carcassis from 
the beginning to tho ond of tho process. Ma- 
chinery takes the placo of human labor 
whenever H is possiblu and the work of nim- 
blo fingers and sharp knives rapidly com- 
pletes the job. It is a process wiiich inflict 
the least amount of pain and sufl'oring upon 
the unimid to be slaughtered, and one which 
never fails to impress tho beholder with an 
enduring sense of astonishment. Jn a word, 
it is KuHjntillc slaughtering under tho most 
Cavorablo conditions, ar.d with all possible 
adjuncts und appliances.
